Chief Justice Hughes delivered 


the opinion to which Justices Mc- 
Reynolds 
and Butler dissented. 
Justice 
Cardozo did not partici- 
pate. 


Hughes asserted that "the bank- 
ruptcy power may be exerted t3 
give effect to a plan for the com- 
position of the debts of an in- 
solvent debtor." 


The court, on May 25, 1936, held 


unconstitutional a similar act per- 
mitting reduction of indebtedness. 
The revised measlre was passed 
by congress In an effort to meet 
supreme court objections. 


Today's decision applied specifi- 


cally to a plan for adjustment of 
the debts of tho Lindsay-Strath- 
more irrigation district of Tulare 
county, 
California. 
The original act was held to 


violate state rights In a five to 
four opinion delivered by Justice 
McRcynolds. Present members of 
the court who voted with him 
were Justices Butler and Roberts. 


Those dissenting were Chief Jus- 


tice Hughes and Justices Cardozo, 
Brandeis and Stone.

PRESIDENT SENDS 


TAX MESSAGE FOR 


CONGRESS MONDAY 


ALL GOVERNMENT SALARIES 
AND BONDS WOULD BE MADE 


SUBJECT TO TAX 


WASHINGTON, April 25. 


—UP)—President Roosevelt 
asked congress today to re- 
move "promptly"' tax ex- 
emptions on income from all 
future government bond is- 
sues—federal, state and lo- 
cal—and on all government 
salaries. 


Existing exemptions, he said, re- 


sulted from judicial decisions and 
ocvld be eliminated by "a short 
and simple, statute" which he pr 
dieted the courts would uphold. 


Some advocates of ending such 


exemptions have claimed a con- 
stitutional amendment would he 
necessary because of judicial de- 
cisions holding the federal goverji- 
ment could not tax state bonds, 
nor the state government federal1 
bonds. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
said, 
however, 


that recent decisions indicated the 
courts were following a different 
line of thought from that which 
produced the earlier 
rulings.

securities and salaries. 
The president was expected, to 


send congress a message on tax 
exemptions this afternoon. He will 
follow It later this week with one 
on anti-trust proposals, thus com- 
pleting his legislation program be- 
fore he leaves Friday on a fishing 
trip. 


While some leaders predicted 
neither message would urge immn- 
diat action, others counseled "wait 
and see." Speaker Bankhead In- 
dicated a thorough study of both 
questions might be necessary be- 
fore specific legislation could be 
connidercd. 


Besides the forthcoming presi- 
dential messages, one other possi- 
ble threat to adjournment plans 
was the revised wage and hour 
bill, now before the house rules 
committee.

by our 
militia 
sys- 


tem—a system that 
Is effective 


yet cost the government far less 
than It would to maintain a large 
standing army. It

The National Guard makes pro- 
vision for voluntary civilian train- 
Ing so as to suit the conveni- 
ence of citizens from every walk 
of life.

, In an opinion read by Chief Jus 
tice Hughes, the tribunal said the 
Northern Texas federal district 
court had not stated its "findings 
of fact" as required by federal 
procedure.

The bureau of agricultural 
eco- 


nomics estimated today that de- 
spite production of the largest Cot- 
ton crop on record, the growers' 
Income during the 1937 calendar 
year totaled only $863,970.000 ,or 
841,100.010 less than in the prov- 
ous year. 


Of the 1937 Income, cotton fiber 


brought growers $73-1,194.000 and 
cotton seed $129,770,000, the bu- 
•eau estimated. 


Cotton sold in 1937 brought an 
average 
price of 8.7 cents 
a 


pound, tho bureau said, compare/1 
with 12.2 In 1936. 


The bureau pointed out that cot- 


ton seed has improved as a source 
of income In recent years. 
In 


the past five years it produced a.n 
average of 13.5 per cent of the 
;otal Income from the cotton crop, 
as compared with 10.3 in the 1910- 
14 period.

Too many regard it 
as merely the profitable privilege 
of publishers, Instead of the right 
of all the people and the chief in- 
stitution of representative govern- 
ment. A free press is that privi- 
lege of citizenship which makes 
governmental dictatorship impos- 
sible 
When editors fight for tho 


liberty to speak and write, they 
fight for the greatest of all hu- 
man rights under government. He 
Is not thoughtful who cannot seu 
that democracy cannot exist ex- 
cept through the maintenance of 
a channel through which informa- 
tion can flow freely from the cen- 
ter of government to all the peo- 
ple and through which praise and 
criticism Van flow freely from the 
people to tho center. 


"In view of what we believe to 


he this growing lack of apprecia- 
tion on the part of the public ot 
the true vnlue. and true functions 
of n free pre«s, we hold that the 
members of this society should
